Mr.  Editor — Sir,  Having  given  my 
:  views  to  some  of  rny  friends  in  this  vi- 
i  cinity,  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  in 
1  several  conversations  with  them  who  are 
in  a  habit  of  occasionally  reading  your 
.useful  paper,  I  am  desirous  of  laying  be¬

I  Let  it  then  fir4  be  understood,  that, 
!' whether  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  be 
!  (rue  or  false,  there  is  nothing  in  nature 
'  that  can  lead  us  to  believe  it.  The  stu- 
!  dy  of  nature  left  some  in  the  grossest 
j  Polytheism,  and  others  in  Atheism  equal- 
'  ly  low  and  degrading :  but  it  has  never 
I  produced  n  single  Trinitarian,  in  my 
'  humble  opinion,  i.  e.  in  the  proper  sense 
’  of  the  term.  Nor  can  it  ever  do  so  ;  bc- 
1  cause  the  contemplation  aud  study  of  na¬ 
ture,  supposes  that  the  student  of  her 
'mysteries,  -eafions  upon  the  principles  & 
causes  of  existence.  But  the  Trinity 
sets  leason  at  defiance,  and  not  one  of  its 


'l  principles  can  for  a  moment  stand  before 
i;  its  exercise.  For  instance,  can  reason 
{acquiesce  in  (be  projwsilion,  that  three 
positively  equal  and  distinct  persons  con- 
{stitute  but  one,  and  that  one  precisely  the 
'same  as  either  of  the  three?  Any  thing 
short  of  this,  is  virtually  an  abandonment 
i  of  that  doctrine,  and  of  course  will  not 
i'come  up  to  its  requirements  :  or  else  my 
''error  lies  in  not  understanding  the  true 
!  meaning  and  force  of  words  and  senten- 
'ces.  And  now  kind  reader,  to  suppose 
I  all  this,  is  to  admit  something  more,  yea, 
I'  in  my  opinion,  far  more  than  a  mystery — 
I,  it  is  at  least  a  most  palpable  absurdity. — 
!{ Besides,  reason  can  find  no  employ- 
I  ment  for  three  persons  in  t!:e  Godhead, 

!  which  might  not  be  equally  well,  and 
■  mc-thinks  even  better,  performed  by 
''one. 

The  doctrine  of  vicarious  atonement 
!  has  indeed  been  generally  urged  as  a 
work  in  which  all  the  functions  of  the 
I  Triune  God  were  necessarily  engaged. 

'  But  even  this  would  disprove  the  very 
{doctrine  which  it  is  designed  to  sustain. 
For,  does  the  doctrine  of  atonement  give 
to  the  respective  persons,  their  supposed 
iiequality  ?  Was  not  the  Son  sent  by  the 
'  Father  r  And  did  not  both,  together,  Si;nd 
the  Spirit  ?  All  circumstances  considcr- 
j'ed,  can  he  who  gives  &  commaud,  and 
I  he  who  receives  and  obeys,  be  strictly 
i; equal  ?  that  is,  can  the  person  sent,  be, 
:  in  that  respect,  equal  to  him  by  whom  he 
{{is  sent  ?Did  the  Father,  on  this  hypothe- 
i'sis,  possess  the  same  attributes  as  the 
Son  ?  or  the  Son  all  those  of  the  Father? 


If  so,  mc-thinks  the  Father  would  have 
had  (as  he  is  emphatically  styled  in  the 
scriptures  of  truth,  a  God  of  Love)  mer¬ 
cy  enough  to  spare  the  Son  :  nor  would 
the  latter  have  suffered  to  appease  the 
wrath  and  cancel  the  claims  of  vindictive 


justice,  from  which  his  own  nature  seems 
I  to  have  been  free.  The  truth  is,  it  would 
seem  by  the  language  used  by  the  advo- 
^  cates  of  this  system,  that  the  different 
persons  in  the  Godhead,  possessed  differ- 
'  ent  and  even  opposite  attributes  ;  all  of 
which,  if  supposed  to  harmonize  in  one 
mind  (!)  wouIiTbe  sufficient  to  effect  eve- 
liry  object  without  the  sacrifice  of  a  God. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Trinity,  the
